CHRONOLOGICAL HISTORY OF AUBURN 
GRANGE 


March 2, 1874—Auburn Grange organized in an office 
in Phoenix Block, Main St., Auburn. 


November 6,1875—Voted to move Grange to East Auburn. 
June 15, 1876—First hall dedicated. 

March 16, 1889—Voted to lengthen hall fifteen feet. 
January 25, 1894—First all-day meeting with dinner. 
Fall of 1896—First degree staff and auxiliary organized. 
August 3, 1901—Committee authorized to enlarge hall. 


November 15, 1901—Degree staff and Auxiliary worked 
Third and Fourth degrees before National Grange held 
in Lewiston. 


January 7, 1902—Dedicatien of reconstructed hall. 
March 1, 1924—Observation of 50th Anniversary. 


November 13, 1926—Degree Staff and Auxiliary worked 
Third and Fourth degrees before National Grange held 
in Portland. 


March 9, 1927—Grange hall burned. 
September 28, 1927—Dedication of new hall. 
May 17, 1929—Juvenile Grange Organized.
